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lowing Narrative from the Hands of one of his 
neareſt Relations, in order to oblige you, and the 
Curious part of the World. 


As to the Character of his private Life in relati- 
on to his Morals, I ſhall here take but very little 
Notice, leſt whilſt in reality I ſhou'd be giving 
him his due Praiſes, I might be Cenſured by thoſe 
that were not intimately Acquainted with him to be 


guilty of Flattery. 


To proceed then to an Account of his Life. He 
was Born of Diſſenting Parents, Educated at the 
Presbyterian Academy in Little-Britain, and deſign'd 
by his Friends for a Diſſenting Teacher. He 
acquired by his Studies a Knowledge of Men 
and Books ; the former of which was a diſcreet 
Guide to his Actions, and the latter an Ornament 
to the natural Beauties of his Mind, which was no 
ſmall Advantage to him in his Profeſſion. He cou'd 
not have given a greater Proof of h's Judgment 
than by renouncing thoſe Errors in his Maturity, 
which he had been train'd up in from his Youth ; 
and indeed he ſhow'd as great an inſtance of his 
Honeſty, when he choſe, rather to quit a Fortune 
amongſt his Wealthy Relations, than to act con- 
trary to the Sentiments of his Soul, or in plain 
Terms, to diſſemble his Principles. 


- WHETHER Neceſſity or Inclination led him 
to the Stage, I cannot poſſibly learn, but I believe 
Both, for we may oneſs the Probability of the for- 
mer from his being abandon'd by his Friends upon

Account of his Principles, and of the latter from 
thoſe admirable Performances that ſo often gain d 
him an univerſal Applauſe, and eſtabliſh'd him ſo 
great a Reputation in the Town, Where his firſt 
Appearance in his Profeſſion was, I could never 
hear; but it is certain, he Acted ſeveral Years in 
the Countries as one of the Company that was 
| Govern'd by Mr. Coyſh, who was an eminent Actor 
in the time of Mr. Hart, and Mr. Mohun: From 
him we may believe he received his firſt Inſtru- 
tions in the Buſineſs, which his own Judgment 
and conſtant” Practice improv'd to ſo great a Per- 
fection. During this part of his Life, he married 
one Mrs. Wilmot, a Perſon endow'd with uncom- 
mon Qualifications ; but to Sum up all, a tender 
Wife, and a very ſorrowful Widow. After ha- 
ving left Mr. Coyſb's Company, I am inform'd he 
appeared upon the Stage in Dublin, from thence 
he returned to England, and ſoon got a Reputati- 
on from his Performances here. The firſt part in 
which he ſignaliz'd himſelf to the Town, was 
that of Juſtice Ballance in the Recruiting Officer, 
of which he was the Original.---When there was 
no other Company of Comedians but his Majeſty's, 
he Acted at the Theatre Royal as one of thoſe, 
and got a very great Reputation by the Parts of 
Montezuma in the Indian Emperor, Creon in CEdipus, 
Sir Edward helfend in the Squire of Alſatia, Sir 
Solomon Single, Jago in Othello, Æcius in Valentinian, 
Henry the Fourth, and ſeveral Others. When Mr. 
Rich Open'd his Houſe in Lincolns-Inn-Fields, he 
went over to that Company with ſeveral Others,

and appear'd ſtill to a greater Advantage; he 1 


Added the Parts of Hannibal, Dorax in Don Se- 
baſtiam, Clitus in Alexander the Great, Diocleſian, 
Gerrard in the Beggars Buſh, and Sir Jahn Brute 
in the Provo Wife with great Applauſe; how- 
ever he was ſometimes, for want of principal Peo- 
ple, forc'd to perform Parts out of his manner of 
Playing ; for as he carried the Stamp of Majeſty 
in his Preſence, and the ftern Roughneſs of 
a Soldier in his Voice; the Softneſs of a Lover 
eou'd not conſequently fit ſo Natural upon him, 
tho* indeed, his Performance even of thoſe Parts, 
ſpoke that admirable judgment which he was ſo Þ 

much Maſter of.----In the beginning of the Year II 

1717, he joyn'd with Mr. Chriſtopher Pullock, in 
| taking the Maſter-ſhip of that Company for Four 
L Years from Mr. Rich, by an Agreement ſettled 
| between em. This Crown'd the Reputation he n 
had before gain'd: In the midſt of the firſt Sea- 
ſon he had a very great Fit of Ulneſs, of which 
he afterwards Recovered : But before the begin- 
Hing of the Seccnd, he had the fatal Misfortune 
of a Fall from his Hor, by which, gaining a 
? mortal Hurt, he lay ſome few Days, and then expir'd 
i about the 32th. Year of his Age. As a Proof 
| of his Generoſity to People of Merit in Diſtreſs, 
J can't but take Notice of an odd Accident that 
| happen'd fince his Death. An Eminent Divine 
that is now under fome Afflictions, asking for 
him at his Houſe, (being ignorant of his Illneſs) 
the-Maid told him her Maſter was above Stairs, 
he defired to ſee him; whereupon the Maid, without 
informing him farther, Conducted the Gentleman to
